St. Petersburg, February 2 3.-(Special.)-N egotiation s are progressing 


for the passage of the Dardanelles by the Russian Black sea fleet. 
Russia 
,i determined to get the ships through, even if it becomes necessary to 
adopt the subterfuge of disguising them as merchantmen, 
lf England 
ob­ 
jects it will be the signal for an immediate advance toward India. 
A high foreign office official has issued the following statement: 
"The 


War will end in August or September in a complete defeat of the Japanese 
We can place 600.000 additional men in the far east if necessary. When our 
forces are concentrated and ready tney will finish by driving the Japs into 
the sea. 
Frankly, it seems to me that the Japanese have utterly failed to 


appreciate Russia’s resources or have counted on the aid of Great Britain 
or the United States, neither of which power ever contemplated becoming 
involved.” 
He added that England pushed Japan into the war to accomplish 


her own ends. 
The conviction is growing here that the Japanese fleet 
was 
severely 
crippled in the engagement of Port Arthur that began 
February 
8. 
Two 
weeks have elapsed without the whereabouts of the Japanese fleet being re­ 
ported. It is believed to have been undergoing repairs.
